New York, February 1!4.—The first at- 
tempt of am unwelcome visitor to call 
upon President Roosevelt since his afr- 
rival in New York occurred early today 
when a man who called himsel’ William 
Waldorf Jackson, Jr., of howell, Mass., 
called at the home of Douglas Robin- 
pon. 422 Madison avenue, where the 
president stopped for the night and 
asked to have his card sent to the presi- 
dert. 

The secret service men and policemen 
on guard about the entrance informed 
the man that the president had not yet 
arisen, and asked him to call again. 
He was not arrested, but went to a ho- 
tel, saying he would return later to the 
Robinson home. 

In answer to questions as to his iden- 
tity and why he wanted to see the presi- 
dent, Jackson said he wished to confer 
with the president as to reforms in gov- 
ernment, and that he was a self-nomi- 
matel candidate for the presidency in 
1896, 1900 and 1904. He declared that 
he was the proprietor of the ‘Hotel Ham- 
§Siton -in Lowell. His movements are 
being watched by the police.

No Weapons Were Used.

Putilo {ton Works Again in 
Full Action, 


Return of Putiloff Strikers Is Be- 
lieved To Be ind of Strike in 
Russian Capital—Officials 
Fear No ‘rouble for 
Today. 


St. Petersburg, February 14.—The last 
visible vestige of the great St. Peters- 
*urg strike disappeared today when the 
employes of the Putiloff Iron works re- 
turned. In all the werks, the ballots are 
being distributed for the elections for 
representatives to the conference of the 
workmen and employers. Rumors of 
trouble on the holiday tomorrow, on 
which occasion it has been reported that 
the revolutionaries had planned an armed 
uprising, seem to be totally without foun- 
dation. The Associated Press has been 
informed at the headquarters of the gov- 
ernor general that there is not the slight- 
est apprehension as to a renewal of the 
disorders. On the contrary. it is report- 
ed that the greatest confidence prevalls 
that the measures taken will prove satis- 
factory to the workmen, as the latter will 
be heard regarding the formulation of 
new laws and the adjustment of existing 
differences.

of Parliament. 


Sitting Whs Opened with All Splen- 
dor of Ancient Pomp and Pa- 
_ geantry—Speech from tie 
Throne Disclosed Noti 
ing Startling. 


London, February 
session of the first parliament of his 
‘Teign was opened this afternoon by King 
Edward with all the ancient pageantry 
which has characterized the ceremony 
since his accession. 

The soveretgn himself read the speech 
from the throne to the assembled lords 
and commons in the upper chamber. The 
document was common place. The only 
reference to the Russo-Japanese 
‘which the king said was “unhappily 
tinues’’ was to announce that “my 
‘ernment has been careful to observe in 


‘the strictest manner the obligations zh 


cumbent upon a neutral power.” 

The lengthiest paragraph, devoted to 
the Balkans, says the situation continues 
to give cause for anxiety. The measures 
adopted at the instance of the Austro- 
Russian governments have been instru- 
mental in bringing about some amellora- 
tion in the state of the disturbed dis- 
trict, but “‘these measures have still to 
,be supplemented by radical reforms, 
‘especially of the financial system, before 
any permanent improvements can be ef- 
fected in the administration of these 
provinces of the Turkish empire.” 

Britain Aiding the Powers. 
‘The speech noted with satisfaction that 
the Austro-Russian governments had ad- 
dressed to the porte proposals for this 
purpose and added that the British gov- 
ernment was in communication with the 
powers concerned upon this important 
subject. 

Congratulatory references were made to 
the visit of the king and queen of Portu- 
gal to England, to the ratification of the 
Anglo-French convention and to the ar- 
Ditration agreements with Sweden and 
Norway, Portugal and Switzer’and. 

The speech also mentioned the inter- 
national] commission “entrusted with the 
investigation of the circumstances con- 
nected with the disaster to British traw- 
lers which resulted from the action of the 
F..ssian fleet in the North sea and of 
apportioning the responsibility for this 
deplorable incident.’’ 

The king expressed the hope that the 
steps to establish a representative con- 
stitution for the Transvaal would result 
in substantial progress towards the ulti- 
mate goal of complete self-government. 

The king referred to the Tibetan expe- 
@ition, to the exchange of visits between 
representatives of Lord Curzon, of Ked- 
leston, the viceroy of India, and the 
ameer of Afghanistan to discuss questions 
affecting the relations of the two govern- 
ments and concluded with mentioning 
the proposals for the redistribution of 
parliamentary seats to be laid before the 
commons, the alien bill to be introduced 
and the legislation dealing with the un- 
employed besides other unimportant 
legislation. 

Beginning of the End. 

More than usual interest attaches to 
today’s opening of parliament as the be- 
lief is practically universal that it will be 
the last session of the present parlia- 
ment. Even should the government 
escape defeat it is thought that Premier 
Balfour will voluntarily dissolve parlia- 
ment in the autumn and take the opinion 
of the country on the fiscal and other 
questions now agitating the electorate.

‘Much of the negro labor employed in 
the south is fairly satisfactory and 
gives value received for its hire. 
‘Much of it is decidedly unsatisfactory 
and is well nigh equivalent to obtain- 
‘ing wages under false pretenses. But 
| the same can be said of labor in other 
'sections of the union, very likely. 
The negro laborer is not objected to 
‘in the south because of his color as 
‘is frequently the case north. There 
‘is no appreciable race prejudice of 
this nature. The ground of objection, 
and it exists very extensively, is the 
unreliable and unprofitable character 
of the labor furnished by the average 
negro. Negro labor that will approx- 
imate giving value received is at a 
high premium in the southern states. 
It was not always So. 

The trouble seems to be that the 
negro makes a “race problem” of his 


nopoly, the result may be imagined, 
even academically. A trade union 
cannot compare with this race union 
for solidarity, and Ireland, the home 
of the boycott, knows nothing of that 
much-abused weapon in comparison 
‘with employers of negro labor in the 
‘south. This race union may be a 
‘tacit one, but it overdoes the black
